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Growth  in  the  output  of 
cut-up  and  further  processed 
turkey  occurred  in  1968  de- 
spite a  sharp  reduction  in  the 
turkey  crop.  The  quantity  rose 
to  518  million  pounds,  more 
than  one-third  of  the  turkey 
processed  in  federally  in- 
spected plants.  Earlier,  the 
share  had  dropped  to  26  per- 
cent (433  million  pounds)  in 
1967  after  reaching  about  30 
percent  of  production  (456 
million)  in  1966 

Further  growth  in  the 
quantity  of  turkey  cut-up  and 
further  processed  is  likely 
as  the  demand  grows  for  con- 
venience foods,  and  as  turkey 
parts  are  promoted.

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SUMMARY* 


Egg  production  is  likely  to  continue  below 
last  year's  level  through  spring  and  early  sum- 
mer. But  broiler  production  is  expected  to  re- 
main higher  than  1968  throughout  the  year,  and 
some  increase  in  the  turkey  crop  is  in  prospect. 

Reflecting  increased  pullet  starts  in  the 
last  half  of  1968,  the  laying  flock  is  being 
built  up.  Increased  pullet  placements  continued 
through  February  of  this  year.  A  slowdown  in 
the  rate  of  increase  occurred  in  February  and 
March,  but  enough  pullets  probably  will  be  added 
to  bring  the  size  of  the  laying  flock  to  last 
year's  level  by  late  summer  and  slightly  above 
in  the  fall. 


Egg  prices  to  producers  averaged  40.5 
cents  per  dozen  in  January-March,  10  cents 
above  a  year  earlier.  Spring  prices  are  expected 
to  decline  seasonally  with  increasing  production, 
but  they  will  likely  average  well  above  the  28.6 
cents  per  dozen  for  April-June  1968.  Prices  in 
the  second  half  may  average  moderately  below 
the  38  cents  received  a  year  earlier. 


Broiler  meat  output  in  January-March  was 
more  than  6  percent  above  the  same  period  a 
year  ago.  But  due  to  strong  demand,  wholesale 
ready-to-cook  prices  averaged  28.1  cents  per 
pound,  about  1  cent  higher.  Broiler  chick  place- 
ments and  eggs  set  for  marketing  in  the  spring 
point  to  around  8  percent  more  output  than  a 
year  ago.  Output  through  the  summer  is  expected 
to  remain  well  above  a  year  earlier,  but  the 
increase  may  not  be  as  great  as  in  the  spring. 

With  increased  broiler  production  and 
strong  competition  from  larger  supplies  of  red 
meats,  broiler  prices  may  average  close  to 
year-earlier  levels  in  the  spring  and  be  moder- 
ately below  in  the  summer  and  fall. 

Turkey  production  in  the  first  half  of  1969, 
when  output  is  seasonally  light,  is  expected  to 
total  around  8  to  10  percent  below  a  year  ear- 
lier. However,  the  large  cold  storage  holdings 
of  317  million  pounds  of  turkey  at  the  beginning

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of  the  year  tended  to  depress  live  turkey  prices. 
January-March  prices  averaged  19.9  cents  per 
pound,  down  from  the  December  average  of  21.1 
cents  but  still  2  cents  above  a  year  earlier. 

Turkey  producers  are  now  in  the  process 
of  putting  into  effect  their  plans  for  the  main 
marketing  season.  The  production  response  over

SITUATION  A 

EGGS 

Recent  Situation 

Production—Egg  production  in  January- 
March  averaged  4  percent  below  the  high  level 
of  1968.  Part  of  the  reduction  in  output  was  due 
to  a  smaller  laying  flock,  and  part  to  a  lower 
rate  of  lay. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  4 
percent  fewer  layers  on  farms  than  a  year 
earlier.  There  were  2  percent  more  hens  but 
8  percent  fewer  pullets  in  the  laying  flock. 
Thus,  the  laying  flock  was  relatively  older  this 
year.  The  age  of  the  flock  had  resulted  in  a 
reduced  rate  of  lay  for  some  time,  but  in 
March  it  increased  to  near  the  rate  of  a  year 
earlier. 

The  rate  of  lay  will  likely  improve  more 
than  seasonally  as  the  larger  number  of  replace- 
ments started  last  year  are  added  to  the  laying 
flock  in  the  spring.  On  January  1  there  were 
4  percent  more  pullets  3  months  old  or  over 
not  of  laying  age  and  14  percent  more  pullets 
than  a  year  ago  in  under  3  months  age  groups. 
These  much  larger  numbers  of  replacement 
pullets  will  influence  the  flock  size  and  rate 
of  lay  this  spring.  The  relatively  younger 
flock  will  likely  lay  at  a  higher  rate  and  the 
increased  number  of  pullet  replacements  will 
bring  layer  numbers  nearer  that  of  a  year  ago. 
However,  there  are  trade  indications  that  in 
some  parts  of  the  country  a  larger  proportion 
of  layers  were  force  molted  in  the  fall  and 
winter  than  a  year  earlier,  and  retention  of 
these  older  layers  could  prevent  much  increase 
in  the  rate  of  lay. 

Prices  and  Costs— Egg  prices  to  producers 
in  January-March  averaged  40.5  cents  per 
dozen,  about  10  cents  above  a  year  earlier. 
Prices  declined  more  than  4  cents  in  February 
from  the  43  cents  in  January,  then  strengthened 
in  March  to  average  39.5  cents  per  dozen  as 


feed-price  relationship,  such  as  1968' s,  would 
suggest  a  larger  turkey  crop  in  1969.  On  Jan- 
uary 1  producers  indicated  intentions  to  increase 
1969  production  by  3  percent.  Their  reported 
intentions  are  usually  fairly  reliable  indicators. 
If  intentions  materialize,  prices  in  the  main 
marketing  season  will  likely  average  about  the 
same  as  the  21  cents  per  pound  received  in 
September-December  last  year. 

D  OUTLOOK 

production  remained  low  and  demand  for  eggs 
increased  during  Lent  and  for  the  Passover- 
Easter  holidays. 

The  cost  of  producing  eggs  appears  to  have 
been  lower  so  far  this  year  than  last.  The 
cost  of  laying  feed  in  the  first  quarter  of  this 
year  was  about  $2.50  per  ton  lower  than  a  year 
earlier.  Partly  offsetting  were  slightly  higher 
prices  for  baby  chicks  and  started  pullets. 
Also,  costs  were  higher  for  most  other  produc- 
tion items  including  labor,  interest  and  equip- 
ment. 


Utilization— Egg  breaking  activity  in  Jan- 
uary-February 1969  was  off  29  percent  from' 
a  year  earlier.  Production  of  liquid  eggs  for 
immediate  consumption  was  up  12  percent, 
but  output  of  liquid  eggs  for  freezing  declined 
23  percent  and  production  for  drying  declined 
50  percent  from  a  year  ago.  Cold  storage 
stocks  of  frozen  eggs  on  March  1  were  about- 
one-third  smaller  than  year  earlier  but  above 
1967  levels. 


USDA  in  March  resumed  the  purchase  pro- 
gram for  scrambled  egg-mix  which  was  begun 
last  May.  Purchases  made  with  funds  authorized 
under  Sec.  32  of  P.L.  74-320,  are  being  made  to 
obtain  product  for  distribution  to  needy  persons. 
Purchases  of  2.5  million  pounds  atacostof  $2.5 
million  were  made  through  April  9.  Shipments 
of  these  purchases  are  to  be  made  during  April 
14  to  May  16  inclusive.  The  scrambled  egg  mix 
must  include  51  percent  whole  egg  solids,  30  per- 
cent nonfat  milk  solids,  15  percent  vegetable  oil, 
and  1  percent  salt.  The  program  was  modified 
this  year  to  permit  whole  eggs  in  the  mix  to  be 
produced  from  current  production  of  breaking 
stock  quality  eggs  or  from  frozen  whole  eggs 
produced  not  earlier  than  March  1968  under 
supervision  of  USDA's  Consumer  and  Market- 
ing Service. 
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Outlook 

Egg  production  will  be  increasing  season- 
ally in  the  spring,  but  output  is  expected  to 
continue  below  the  high  level  of  a  year  ago. 
Production  will  likely  move  above  year  ear- 
lier levels  later  in  the  year.  Producers  start- 
ed 12  percent  more  egg- type  replacement  chicks 
in  the  last  half  of  1968  than  a  year  earlier. 
The  replacement  rate  in  January  and  February 
continued  7  percent  above  the  same  months 
a  year  earlier.  Replacements  started  in  the 
past  6  months  are  expected,  with  a  moderately 
higher  rate  of  culling,  to  bring  the  flock  size 
to  1968  levels  by  late  summer  and  moderate- 
ly above  in  the  fall. 

In  February  producers  indicated  plans 
to  purchase  4  percent  fewer  egg-type  chicks 
and  started  pullets  in  1969  than  they  bought 
in  1968.  On  March  1  there  were  3  percent 
fewer  eggs  in  incubators  than  a  year  earlier. 
The  historical  response  of  producers  to  the 
improved  egg-feed  price  relationships,  such 
as  prevailed  during  the  last  half  of  1968  and 
first  quarter  of  1969,  would  generally  indicate 
a  substantial  increase  in  replacement  chicks 
started.  However,  with  the  slowdown  in  hatch- 
ing in  March  the  replacement  rate  in  the  spring 
may  be  more  moderate.  But  the  laying  flock 
by  next  fall  should  nevertheless  be  moderately 
larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

Although  prices  to  producers  for  eggs 
will  decline  seasonally  in  the  Spring  as  pro- 
duction increases,  prices  will  likely  average 
significantly  above  the  28.6  cents  received 
last  year.  After  midyear;  prices  may  average 
moderately  below  the  38  cents  per  dozen  in 
the  second  half  of  1968. 

Egg  breaking  in  the  spring  probably  will 
not  reach  last  year's  level  because  of  rela- 
tively higher  prices.  But  breaking  in  the  fall 
may  go  above  last  year  if  prices  dip  below 
last  fall. 

The  use  of  eggs  for  hatching  is  expected 
to  increase  substantially  over  last  year.  Larger 
hatches  of  both  egg-type  and  broiler  type 
chicks  are  expected  to  boost  the  quantity  of 
eggs  used  for  this  purpose. 

BROILERS 

Recent  Situation 

Broiler  chick  placements  for  marketing 
in  the  first  quarter  of  1969  were  more  than 


4  percent  above  a  year  ago.  Liveweight  of 
broilers  marketed  averaged  almost  2  percent 
per  bird  above  a  year  earlier.  Thus,  broiler 
meat  output  for  the  first  quarter  was  more  than 
6  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

Wholesale  prices  of  broilers  in  9  cities 
during  the  first  quarter  averaged  28.1  cents 
per  pound,  about  1  cent  above  a  year  earlier. 
There  were  larger  supplies  of  competing  red 
meats  during  the  period  and  a  relatively  large 
supply  of  turkey.  However,  prices  have  remained 
strong,  reflecting  generally  brisk  demand  for 
red  meats  and  poultry. 

Total  cost  of  producing  broilers  so  far 
this  year  appears  to  be  down  a  little.  Broiler 
feed  prices  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year 
averaged  about  $1.67  per  ton  less  than  a  year 
ago.  However,  prices  paid  Georgia  producers 
for  broiler  hatching  eggs  averaged  65  cents 
per  dozen,  up  about  5  cents  and  prices  paid 
for  broiler  chicks  averaged  $9.75  per  hundred, 
up  more  than  90  cents.  Costs  of  most  other 
items  of  production  also  increased. 

Under  the  export  payment  program,  USDA 
in  January-March  contracted  to  make  payments 
on  2.7  million  pounds  of  young  chicken  to  be 
shipped  to  Switzerland  at  a  cost  of  $447,000. 
This  program  enables  U.S.  exporters  to  compete 
in  Switzerland,  where  EEC  countries  and  Den- 
mark are  underselling  U.S.  chickens  through 
subsidy  programs.  Since  resumption  of  the 
U.S.  export  payment  program  in  April  1968, 
shipments  of  11  million  pounds  have  been  made 
at  a  cost  of  $1.8  million. 

Purchases  of  cut-up  young  chicken  for  the 
school  lunch  program  for  January  through 
March  19,  when  the  program  ended,  amounted 
to  17.9  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $5.9  million. 
Total  purchases  during  the  current  school  year 
amounted  to  48.7  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of 
$15.3  million.  Purchases  during  the  1967-68 
school  year  totaled  57.2  million  pounds  at  a 
cost  of  $16.9  million.  Funds  for  these  purchases 
are  provided  under  Section  6  of  the  National 
School  Lunch  Act. 

Outlook 

Broiler  chicks  placed  and  eggs  set  for 
marketing  in  the  second  quarter  indicate  out- 
put will  run  around  8  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.  The  historical  response  of  broiler 
producers  to  broiler  prices  and  feed  costs 
such  existed  last  year  indicates  production 
may  continue  substantially  larger  than  a  year 
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earlier  through  summer.  Producers  have  been 
increasing  the  number  of  pullet  chicks  placed 
for  the  broiler  hatchery  supply  flock;  the 
flock  will  be  3»4  percent  larger  by  midyear 
and  about  8  percent  larger  by  fall  than  a  year 
earlier. 

Broiler  prices  are  expected  to  average 
close  to  year-earlier  levels  in  the  spring  as 
relatively  larger  supplies  are  marketed.  Prices 
will  likely  be  moderately  below  year-earlier 
levels  through  the  rest  of  the  year.  Broilers 
will  face  strong  competition  from  larger  sup- 
plies of  red  meats  and  relatively  large  sup- 
plies of  turkeys.  A  strengthening  factor  is  the 
expected  continuation  of  growth  in  consumer 
incomes— but  at  a  slower  rate  than  last  year. 

Growth  of  Qhicken  Gjjxy-Qui  Market 

A  development  which  may  increasingly 
affect  broiler  production  and  prices  is  the 
rapid  growth  in  merchandising  of  prepared  or 
carry  out  chicken.  As  this  method  of  marketing 
grows  from  the  current  estimate  of  10  percent 
of  total  broiler  output,  it  will  begin  to  have 
more  pronounced  effect  on  production  and  pric- 
ing. This  market  demands  a  uniform  quality 
and  weights  within  a  narrow  range.  The  nar- 
row weight  requirement  can  be  fulfilled  by 
selecting  weights  from  the  range  found  in 
flocks,  but  more  likely  flocks  will  be  grown 
more  closely  to  these  weight  specifications. 
This  could  slow  or  even  halt  the  trend  toward 
marketing  broilers  at  heavier  weights,  since 
the  carry-out  merchandisers  prefer  ready-to- 
cook  birds  of  about  2.5  to  2.75  pounds  apiece. 

Pricing  will  also  likely  be  affected,  as 
many  of  these  outlets  are  large  chains  which 
will  be  bargaining  with  producer-processors 
for  large  volumes  of  broilers.  For  these  buy- 
ers, relatively  stable  prices  are  highly  desir- 
able and  could  result  in  more  contract  buying 
and  possibly  more  hedging  on  the  futures 
market. 

Growth  in  Cm-Up  and  Further 
Processed  Chicken 

There  has  been  a  fairly  steady  growth 
in  the  amount  of  chicken— mostly  broilers— 
cut-up  at  Federally  Inspected  processing  plants. 
The  quantity  of  young  chicken  cut  up  doubled 
from  1962  to  1968,  and  proportion  of  total 
broiler  output  increased  from  11.4  percent 
to  18.6  percent  in  the  period.  Cut-up  broilers 
move  out  of  the  processing  plants  frozen  or 
ice  packed  to  retail  grocery  or  institutional 


outlets..  Additional  broilers  are  cut  up  and 
packaged  in  the  retail  stores  and  are  not 
included  in  the  reported  data. 

About  10  percent  of  total  chicken  output 
of  Federally  Inspected  plants  is  further  pro- 
cessed beyond  the  cut-up  stage  and  in  recent 
years  60  percent  or  more  of  the  further  pro- 
cessed poultry  has  been  mature  chicken.  The 
proportion  of  mature  chicken  further  processed 
into  soups,  and  other  convenience  items  increas- 
ed from  54,5  percent  in  1962  to  83.9  percent 
in  1968.  Further  processed  young  chicken  in- 
creased from  2.0  percent  to  4.3  percent  of 
federally  inspected  production  during  the  period. 

Both  developments — cut-up  and  further 
processing— will  probably  continue  to  grow. 
Consumer  continue  to  demand  more  conven- 
ience foods.  Greater  efficiency  of  cutting  in 
the  processing  plant  rather  than  in  the  store 
will  create  profit  opportunity  that  will  tend  to 
increase  the  amount  of  poultry  cut-up  and 
further  processed  in  the  processing  plants. 

TURKEYS 

Recent  Situation 

Turkey  production  in  the  first  half  of 
1969— a  period  of  light  production— will  likely 
run  about  8  to  10  percent  under  the  same 
period  a  year  ago.  And  the  carryover  into 
1969,  although  large,  was  down  14  percent 
from  the  record  cold  storage  holdings  a  year 
earlier.  Consumption  of  turkey  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1968  was  record  high  and  in  the 
early  months  of  1969  appears  to  be  somewhat 
lower.  Partly  because  of  less  slaughter,  there 
was  a  60  million-pound  reduction  in  cold  stor- 
age holdings  of  turkey  during  January  and 
February  this  year  compared  with  57  million 
pound  reduction  last  year. 

Live  turkey  prices  weakened  in  January 
and  again  in  February  to  19.6  cents  per  pound 
from  the  December  level  of  21.1  cents  per 
pound.  Prices  in  January-March  averaged  19.9 
cents  per  pound,  2  cents  above  the  same  period 
a  year  earlier.  Wholesale  prices  of  frozen 
ready-to-cook  turkey  in  major  cities  declined 
slightly  on  most  classes  since  January,  al- 
though these  prices  averaged  1  to  2  cents  above 
a  year  earlier. 

Outlook 

Turkey  producers  are  beginning  production 
for  the  main  marketing  season.  It  is  too  early 
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to  tell  if  they  will  follow  through  on  their 
reported  intentions  to  raise  3  percent  more 
turkeys  this  year  than  last.  Producer's  re- 
sponse co  the  higher  turkey  prices  and  lower 
feed  costs  such  as  were  experienced  last  year, 
has  been  to  increase  production  by  about  3 
percent.  Turkeys  are  likely  to  again  face 
strong  competition  from  large  supplies  of  red 
meats  and  broilers.  Some  strength  may  be 
gained  from  increased  income  and  growth  in 
demand  for  cut-up  and  further  processed  turkey. 

The  USDA  purchase  program  for  canned 
boned  turkey,  initiated  late  in  1968,  will  help 
reduce  cold  storage  stocks  and  relieve  some 
of  the  downward  pressure  on  prices  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year.  If  producers  follow 
through  on  intentions  to  increase  production, 
prices  in  the  main  marketing  season  likely 
will  average  about  the  same  as  the  21  cents 
received  in  September-December  1968. 

Further  Processed  Turkey  Gains  in  1968 

In  1968  there  was  a  resumption  of  the 
upward  trend  in  production  of  cut-up  and  fur- 
ther processed  turkey  which  was  interrupted 
in  1967.  Even  with  a  decline  in  turkey  meat 
production  in  1968,  the  quantity  and  proportion 
of  turkey  cut-up  and  further  processed  under 
Federal  Inspection  exceeded  in  1966  levels.  More 
than  26  percent  of  the  turkey  meat  produced  in 
Federally  Inspected  plants  last  year  was  fur- 
ther processed,  and  more  than  9  percent  was 
cut-up  in  the  plants.  Thus,  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  output  of  turkey  in  inspected  plants 
was  cut-up  or  processed  into  rolls,  roasts, 
dinners,  or  other  conveniences  items.  This 
compared  with  only  26  percent  a  year  earlier 
and  31  percent  in  1966. 

Both  cut-up  and  further  processed  turkey 
increase  the  availability  of  turkey  during  the 
off-season  or  period  of  relatively  low  con- 
sumption. Output  of  both  cut-up  and  further 
processed  turkey  will  likely  continue  to  grow 
to  satisfy  increasing  demand  for  convenience 
foods.  The  industry  is  promoting  parts  as  a 
means  of  increasing  consumption. 

CHANGES  IN  HATCHERIES, 
1959-1969 

The  hatchery  segment  of  the  poultry  in- 
dustry, like  other  segments,  is  undergoing 
rapid  changes.  For  many  years  there  has  been 
a  trend  toward  fewer  but  larger  hatcheries. 
Total  chicken  egg  capacity  of  hatcheries  has 
declined,  but  utilization  of  existing  capacity  has 


increased.  The  number  of  turkey  hatcheries 
has  also  declined  and  the  capacity  of  those 
remaining  has  increased.  There  have  been 
small  variations  in  the  utilization  of  turkey 
egg  hatching  capacity,  associated  with  changes 
in  output,  but  there  is  no  indication  of  a  trend 
to  greater  utilization  of  the  capacity. 

Chicken  Hatcheries— As  of  January  1, 
1969,  there  were  1,486  chicken  hatcheries  com- 
pared with  1,932  in  1967  and  4,257  in  1959. 
This  represents  a  decline  of  67  percent  in  the 
last  decade.  Egg  capacity  also  declined  but  at 
a  slower  rate.  Capacity  of  hatcheries  at  the 
beginning  of  1969  was  453.7  million  eggs  com- 
pared with  530.1  million  in  1959,  a  decline  of 
14  percent. 

Average  capacity  of  hatcheries  increased 
to  305,000  eggs  in  1969  from  242,000  in  1967 
and  125,000  in  1959. 

In  the  past  2  years  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  large  hatcheries,  while 
hatcheries  with  capacities  between  25,000  and 
500,000  have  declined.  There  was  slight  increase 
in  hatcheries  with  a  capacity  of  less  than  25,000 
eggs,  and  hatcheries  of  this  small  size  accounted 
for  a  slightly  larger  proportion  of  the  total 
capacity.  All  of  the  decrease  in  hatcheries  was 
in  sizes  between  25,000  and  500,000  capacity. 
The  number  in  this  size  group  declined  from 
1,581  in  1967  to  1,129  in  1969,  a  decline  of  29 
percent. 

Hatcheries  with  a  capacity  of  500,000  or 
more  eggs  accounted  for  61  percent  of  total 
capacity  in  1969  compared  54  percent  in  1967. 

The  trend  toward  greater  utilization  of 
hatchery  capacity  has  continued  during  the  past 
2  years.  The  number  of  chicks  hatched  per  unit 
of  capacity  in  1966/67  was  6.9  compared  with 
6.0  in  1964/65  and  4.6  in  1958/59. 

Changes  in  numbers,  size,  and  utilization  of 
hatcheries  are  the  result  of  economies  of  large 
scale  operations  and  changes  in  the  structure  of 
both  the  egg  and  broiler  industries.  Small 
hatcheries  are  holding  their  own.  These  hatcher- 
ies appear  to  be  filling  a  need  for  custom  hatching 
and  producing  chicks  for  egg  producers  with 
generally  small  operations.  The  growth  of  large 
hatcheries  is  closely  associated  with  the  in- 
creasing size  of  laying  flocks  and  the  integrated 
broiler  operations.  An  increasing  proportion  of 
chicks  hatched  are  for  broiler  production  which 
permits  a  more  even  use  of  incubating  capacity 
through  the  year.  Also,  there  is  a  trend  toward  a 
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leveling  in  seasonal  variation  in  hatching  of  egg- 
type   replacement   chicks   through   the  year. 

The  trend  toward  fewer  but  larger  hatcher- 
ies and  the  greater  utilization  of  capacity  will 
likely  continue;  but  the  pace  of  change  in  the  next 
few  years  likely  will  be  slower  since  83  percent 
of  the  capacity  is  already  in  the  40  percent  of 
hatcheries  having  capacity  of  more  than  200,000 
eggs. 

Turkey  Hatcheries— The  number  and  size 
of  turkey  hatcheries  have  shown  somewhat  mixed 
patterns  of  change  in  the  past  2  years.  The  num- 
ber of  hatcheries  decreased  from  407  in  1967  to 
303  in  1969  and  total  turkey  hatchery  capacity  de- 
clined to  54  million  from  57  million.  But  the 
average  capacity  of  turkey  hatcheries  was 
177,000  in  1969,  up  from  140,000  in  1967  and  only 
67,000  back  in  1959.  Small  hatcheries  of  less 
than  25,000  capacity  held  their  own  while  the 
number  of  hatcheries  with  capacity  of  500,000 
and  over  showed  growth,  and  the  number  in  all 
other  size  groupings  dropped. 


In  1969  about  48  percent  of  the  turkey 
hatcheries  had  a  capacity  of  under  100,000  eggs 
compared  with  58  percent  in  1967.  These 
hatcheries  accounted  for  about  12  percent  of  the 
total  capacity  in  1969  compared  with  18  percent 
in  1967.  The  30  percent  of  the  hatcheries  that 
had  a  capacity  of  200,000  or  more  eggs  ac- 
counted for  68  percent  of  the  total  turkey 
hatching  capacity  in  1969.  This  compared  with 
9  percent  of  the  hatcheries  with  40  percent  of  the 
capacity  a  decade  ago. 

There  was  no  indication  of  a  trend  toward 
a  greater  utilization  of  the  turkey  hatching 
capacity.  An  average  of  less  than  2.5  settings 
per  year  was  made  by  all  hatcheries  during  the 
period  1959  to  1969.  The  pronounced  seasonal 
variation  in  production  tends  to  hold  down  the 
rate  of  utilization  of  turkey  hatching  capacity. 
In  1968,  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  poults 
were  hatched  during  the  months  March- July.
